JACOBY’S STORY. 
The train was organized at Fairville, 
Ark.. and sta:ted on its journey in 
April, 1857. It,numbered about 140 
soulse—men, women and_ children. 
They had 900 head of cattle in a herd, 
and 100 work oxen drawing the sixteen 
wagons. The leading families were 
the Bakers, of Arkansas, consisting of 
the Elder Baker, with his wife and 
family, and two married sons with 
their families ; the Hough family, from 
arkansas, and the Reeds, from Mis- 
souri, comprising Reed, sr., and family, 
and his son and family. Mr. Duck 
and party, including officer Jacoby, 
joined the train from Ohio. The Reeds 
and Bakers were the principal owners 
of the stock, and also had in their pos- 
session a considerable amount of specie, 
their design being to make large invest- 
ments in land in the southern part of 
this state. There were also a half a 
dozen other families, whose names are 
not now remembered by Jacoby. A 
large number of hired men accompani- 
ed the train as bullwakers and stock 
herders,and the party included between 
thirtv and forty children, ranging from 
infancy up. Several families juined the 
train at a station in the Indian terri- 
tory, the last point of departure from 
civilization. 
THE ROUTE, 
The route taken was up the Arkan- 
sas river to the vicirity of Pike’s peak, 
and from this locality on the middie 
emigrant road to Fort Bndger, which 
point was reached about the begin- 
ning of September. During the jour- 
ney the emigrants were frequently mo- 
lested by the Indians. On one ccca- 
sion, shortly before reaching Fort 
Bndger, the whole 900 head of loose 
cattle were stampeded and run off in 
the night A strong detachment was 
counted off from the train and started 
in pursuit of the Indians under com- 
mand of a noted plainsman from Mis- 
souri. 
RECOVERING THE CATTLE. 

The chase was continued for three 
days, in which time the party captur ed 
an Indian and svecetd him into ser 
vice asa guide. To save his own life, 
the reaskin conducted the party to an 
Indian village among the hills, The 
savages were surprised and stampeded 
in turn, and all the cattle were reco:- 
ered, with the exception of seventeen 
head, together with a good quantity of 
loot in the way of buffalo skins and 
other effects to partially compensate 
for the trouble the Indians had caused. 
Before reaching Fort Bridger, Hough, 
one of the leaders from Arkansas, was 
bitten on the hand, while asleep, by a 
tarantula, and his sufferings, which de- 
layed the party some days, resulted in 
death, leaving a widow and a 
family of young children, but, as fate 
decreed, they did not long survive to 
need his protection.

THE SHOOTING OF SWAYZE. 


A Desperate Encounter and a Dead 
Bully. 

. Bpecial dispatch to the Globe-Democrat. 

Topeka, Ks., March 27.—tGreat ex- 
citement was created here this evening 
by the announcement that J.C Swayze, 
editor of the Topeka Blade, had been 
shot ani killed by Joha W. Wilson, for- 
meérly connec ed with the duily Times 
of this city. The affair grew out of an 
old newspaper quarrel, which began 
about two years ago, and continued 
until the Times suxperded pubhecation 
afew daysago. The Blade renewed its 
atiack upon ‘Vilson, and a street fight 
resuited, in which Swayze was badly 
beaten and kicked by Wilson. Since 
then Swayze has continued 

ASSAULTS IN AIS PAPER 
with increased bitterness. The Blade 
this evening contained a very offensize 
article abveut Wilson, characterizing 
him as a gambler and vagabond of the 
worst stripe. After reading this, W1l- 
son gaw Swayze coming from the post 
office about six o’clock, and walked 
across the street to meet him, and ac- 
costed him by name, Swayze immedi- 
ately drew a pistol and commenced 
flourishing it at Wilson, who told him 
to put it up,.as he did not want a fuss. 
Swayze said hedid not propose to be 
whipped as he was before. By this 
time Wilson had 
ALSO DRAWN A PISTOL, 
They were not standing within twelve 
feet of each other, and, the demonstra- 
tions being exceedingly warlike on 
both sides, both men fired and grap- 
pled. After a short struggle Wilson 
released himself, and Swayze fell to 
the ground, and being carried into his 
office pear by hfe was found to be ex- 
tinct, the ball having struck him in the 
right breast and ranged downward 
through the heart. Whulson received a 
glancing shot on the right cheek and 
a slight wound on the foreheed, ap- 
parently produced by a blow from the 
pistol. Rumors as to the

are somewhat confliciing. It is gener- 
ally claimed that the first two shots 
were fired simultaneously; both were 
ad vancing as they fired and that Swayze 
fired a second shot after they came to- 
ether.

Under the present rule white and black 
thieves will, it is cur intention, be 
eqaally puni hed when convicted. Our 
old “carpet-baggers” areall in Wash- 
ington seeking office. .

Governor—Yes, I do, particularl 
under our new election laws, whic 
require voters to deposit their ballots 
in the precinct where they register, 
which will put a stop to frauds like 
those committed in Jefferson county 
where 700 votes more were recorded 
than there were male inhabitants. 

THE SOUTHERN COMMISSIONS. 

Reporter—With reference to the 
commissions appointed to investigate 
the South Carolina and Louisiana im 
broglios, what is your opinion of them? 

Gove: nor—I think if the president 
had taken matters more in his own 
hands respecting Louisiana it would 
have given more general satisfaction. 
My reason for this beliefis that the 
question at stake, for mary reasous, 
should be sealed torthwith, and that 
delay is dangerous. It keeps the two 
states, while decision 1s pending, in a 
condition of disquietude and brings 
business to a standstill. The interest 
of the planters is notably affected. 
People have not the courage to embark 
in new ventures of any kind when out- 
breaks are possible at any moment.

Bishop Gilbert Haven, president of 
the missionary society of the Methodist 
Episeopal church, arrived in New York 
yesterday from an tour among 
the mission stations in Africa The 
bishop, accompanied by the Rev. J. T. 
Gracey, sailed this port for Africa 
on the lst of November last. On the 
18th of December he atiended the 
African Methodist conference in Libe- 
ria. The president of the Liberian re- 
ublic was present, and took a deep 
interest in the proceedings. The official 
returns made to the conference showed 
that there were forty-four local preach- 
ers and forty three churches, with two 
thousand communicants. 

Cape Mount is considered by Bishop 
Haven one of the most important 
strategic points in’ the conference for 
work among the natives. It has 500 
inhabitants. A remarkable religioud 
revival has occurred in the Monrovia 
district. The Rev. C. H. Harman, who 
is vice-president of the Liberian re- 
eng is also presiding elder of the 

ape Palmas district. The Grevo war 
has greatly interfered with missionary 
work in this section, The Philadelpha, 
Jacksonville and other settlements 
have been destroyed in the war. 

The marriage laws are being more 
strictly observed in Liberia than here- 
tofore. Formerly, according to Bishop 
Haven, “divorce in Liberia, as a fash- 
ion, ch every season, without 
any regard to God’s law.” Conference 
expel'ed the Rev. 8. J. Campbell, who 
had married unlawfully. 

The native tribe cailed the Veys 
have invented an alphabet of their 
own, and are taking a t interest in 
missionary work. Bishop Haven trav- 
eled along the whole extent of the 


Liber.an coast, and went into the inte- | Frov 


rior as far as civilized settlements ex- 
tend. He was kindly received by sev- 
eral of the native Airican kings and 
priaces, who came to see him, and 
asked him to senad them teachers to 
teach their children the English lan 
guage. 

An income of $100,000a year is now 
received by the Liberian government 
from tariffs. Bishop Haven thinks the 
political, business, social and religious 
condition of Liberia is destined to im- 
prove rapidly within the next few 
years.

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THE HOMESTEAD CLAUSE.” © 
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‘We do not join in-all this hue and 
against the homestead law. Some 
rg the..woald-be political economists 
ainongst us say that such a law works 
injusticeto both debtor and creditor, in 
that it prevents the establishment of 
confidence between them, and that its 
operation is such as to keep worthy 
men from obtaining necessary accom- 
modations. This is absurd enough. 
Confidence is probably necessary to 
credit, but credit is not at all aecessary 
to prosperity. Moreover, with a home- 
stead clause in our fundamental law,the 


world is put upon notice that the state | 


will do what itcan to protect those 
who, so far as citizenship is concerned, 
have no power to protect themselves. 
There is no breach of confidence in 
this fact. The law is known to all, 
Mereover, it is'a wise anda just law. 
Itisa much better safe-guard against 
individual extravagance than the usury 
law, which tends to promote what it is 
intended to prevent. 
proposes to protect individuals against 
their’own improvidence. The home- 
stead iaw proposes to _ protect 
women and children against 
the im providence of their 
husbands and fathers We do not ob- 
ject to a modification of the law as it 
now stands. It is clumsily framed, 
but the purpose it embodies is a good 
one. Its methods may be awkward, 
but its resuits are not unwholesome. 
We do not propose, however, to make 
a special defence of the law as it now 
stands. We simply desire to have it 
understood that Tak ConsrirruTion is 
in favor of a liberal, well-guarded 
homestead provision in our organic 
law. We believe, however, that the 
provision should make some dis- 
crimination. There are families 
whose circumstances demand that they 
should have set apart to them as much 
as is now allowed by the constitution, 
while, on the other hand, there are 
families whose necessities might only 
demand a third or a half of that sum 
We know of no better method ot set- 
ting apart a homestead than to dupii- 
cate the provisions of the code in rela- 
tion to the manner of setting aparta 
year’s support to the families of de- 
ceased persons. If the leading features 
of those provisions were adopted—fix- 
ing the maximum allowance at $3,000 
and the minimum at $500, then the 
duty of regulating the homestead al- 
lowances would devolve upon a man’s 
neighbors, and to the decision of such 
appraisers neither the debtor nor the 
creditor could plausibly object. 


THE GRANGE MOVEMENT. 


The grange organization is ex- 
periencing the*effec ts of the hard times 
or of a reaction from its very sudden 
growth. The Chicago Times publishes 
a transcript of the report made to the 
last national grange, by which it ap- 
pears that the receipts from all sources 
during 1876 amounted to $69,735 
against $102,143 for the preceeding 
year. Compared with 1875, the fall- 
ing off in granges in the United States 
and Canada is about 9,000, whilst the 
loss in membership eggregates about 
175,000. In the strongholds of the or- 
ganization, Lilinois, Indiana, Kansas 
and Missouri, it seems to be rapidly 
melting away. In QOhio it still main- 
tains its ground, with a smal! increase 
in membership and granges. Through- 
out New England the decrease is less 
marked. Cornecticut and Massachu- 
setts show a falling off, but in Maine, 
Vermont and New Hampshire some 
little ground has been gained. In 
Kentucky, Tennessee and West Vir 
ginia there is likewise a decline, but 
Delaware is on the other tack. New 
York and Pennsylvania show an in- 
crease of membership, but a falling off 
in the number of granges. In New 
Jersey there is an increase of both. In 
the cotton states there is a marked fall- 
ing away in the number of granges, 
but membersnip, particularly in Tex- 
as, keeps well up. The Pacific States 
may be said to divide, Caliiornia 
showing a heavy dccrease and Oregon 
about holding its own. 

Still later reports show that the 
number of paying granges, not includ- 
ing Alabama, Oregen, Arizona, Monta- 
naand Oanada, is 13,634. Up to the 
beginning of this year 25,175 charters 
had been issued. 10,541 granges, or 
two ip every five, are therefore’ in, the 
category of the dead, consolidated or 
delinguent. “This,” says the Rural 
World, “is a very heavy rate of mor- 
tality, but not excessive when we re- 
member how many granges, especially 
in the northwest, were organized where 
there was not sufficient territory and 
members to support them.” 


Tue treasury department has issued 
a new order in relation to the distribu- 
tion of silver coin. It provides that 
any banker, broker, or any private 
party may bave $1,000 in silver sent to 
hie-plaece of business by depositing in 
adyahce the same amount of United 
States notes at the nearest national de- 
pository. The regulations last issued 
required that the silver should be sent 
through the depository, but it was 
found that this did_ not provide the 
désired facilities for the distributivn of 
thesilver. The expense of the trais- 
portation is paid by the department to 
points'in the United States reached 
through established express lines by 
continuous railway or steamboat com- 
niunication. The deposits are to be in 
sums of not.less than $1,000 or its mul- 
tiple, and not exceeding $10,000.

thatHayes did, by his next friends Fos- 
ter and Matthews, drive a bargain 
through which he secured the office 
that he now fills and to which he was 
not elected. Foster represents Hayes’ 
own district in congress. Matthews is 
a member of the presidential family. 
They were the spokesmen,the shadows, 
the accredited agents who were in con- 
stant communication with the then 
de facto president-elect. When 
Hayes attempts to repudiate their 
contract, after reaping the bene- 
fit of it, he either writes 
himself down a fool or else he 
considers the people unable to judge of 
men andthings, Whatever Foster and 
Maithews did in the critical days that 
preceeded the fourth of March in the 
interest of Hayes, was as much hiejown 
act as if he had transacted the business 
in person; and no amount cf repudia- 
tion at this time from the white house 
can unmake that bargain in the minds 
of unprejudiced men. 

Tbe bargain was simply this: Mr. 
Hases, by his agents Foster and Mat- 
thews, of the first part, agreed to and 
with certain southern democrats of the 
second part, that in consideration of 
his inauguration which the party of 
the second part confessedly had the 
power to prevent, and should have 
prevented as a fraudulent and unlaw- 
ful act—he, Hayes, would withdraw 
the troops from South Carolina and 
Louisiana,thus permitting the lawfully- 
elected governments of those states to 
take up their just authority. The New 
York Sun belieyes that Tom Scott,before 
the bargain was closed up, succeeded 
in inserting a further obligation to the 
effect that the party of the first part 
should encourage and approve the 
project of completing the Texas Pacific 
railroad by means of a loan of the credit 
of the United States or otherwise. It 
is not well established that the latter 
clause was actually put into the con- 
tract. Perhaps it was not considered 
necessary; for the Ohio rings heave 
long been promoters of Tom Scott’s big 
steal, provided it could be done in the 
name ofthe south. It is well estab- 
lished, however, that Hayes did 
by his closest and nearest po- 
litical advisers bargain to carry 
into effect the former obligation on the 
condition that there should be a satis- 
factory completion of the electoral 
count. The condition was fulfilled— 
fully so—and now comes a great na- 
tional scandal that Hayes must face as 
best he can. 

We have no disposition at present to 
criticise the action of the democrats 
who became parties to this bargain. 
They may have deemed it policy to 
secure half a loaf when they could not 
apparently get more. They treated, it 
is true, with an usurper, and 
should have expected that the 
pledges of his partisans would not be 
kept. We have no desire to discuss 
the ethics of such a trade. The bar- 
gains, whether for good or ill, was per- 
fected ; and the hving question relates 
not to the fact, but to the course that 
Hayes will take under it. 

No matter what course he decides to 
follow, he will find himself in hot water. 
His complications and embarrassments 
will constantly increase the distrust 
and disgust of the people. He will 
soon be without a following. Hear 
the bloody-shirt Pittsburg Gazette- 
Commercial : 

If such a bargain were proven,it would change 
the entire moral texture of his conduct toward 
the south. His proposal to withdraw troops,and 
refer the state governments south to undisturb- 
ed adjustment by their own people has hereto- 
fore rested on a broad, national principle—that 
of the right of the people to determine their 
own government. This embraced the thought 
that the same privilege accorded the states north 
shall be enjdyed by the states south, and was 
defensible on this ground alone. But when a 
given course is taken asthe result of « bargain, 
its moral texture is entirely changed. In sueh 
a case, the president is pat in the aititude of 
trading off Chamberlain and Packard for him- 
self. The lack of principle and utter shameless- 
ness of such a proceeding makes it seem impos 


sible that the bargain was ever really made—at 
least with the president’s knowledge. 


GEORGIA IN DAVIS’ SEAT. 

The Philadelphia papers are a unit, 
and then again they are not. They 
seem te agree that the vacancy in the 
United States supreme court should be 
filled by a Georgian—in this they stand 
shoulder to shoulder as far as heard 
trom; but they differ when they at- 
tempt to pick out the particalar Geor- 
gian who is to receive the plum. [he 
Philadelphia Times prefers, for exam- 
ple, the genial judge who hasa knack 
for interviewing, and also a knack tor 
getting the substance of his presid-n- 
tial talks dead-headed over the wires. 
Says the Times: ; 

If the vacancy on the supremé court of the 
United States is to be filled by a conservative 
toutherner of broad natio‘al views, no man 
would better fi'l the bill than Mr. O A. Loch- 
rane, of Georgia. He has been chief justice of 
his state, and served with great credit; is now 
in the very front rank of the bar in the south ; 
is in fall mental and physical vigor; isof liberal
